What Rose Hath Wrought. 

The recent death of Rose, the most 
famous cow in Illinois, calls for a 
statement of her record, as follows: 

Born February 17, 1890. 

Age, 16 years, 10 1-3 months. 

First calf at 2 years, 9% months. 

Gave milk 14 years. 

In milk and in calf when she died. 

For twelve consecutive years Rose 
gave an average of 7,258.5 pounds of 
milk, containing 360 pounds of but- 
ter fat per year. 

Largest record for one year, 580.6 
lb. butter fat. 

The first 9 months of her last lac- 
tation period she produced 530 Ib. 
butter fat. 

The milk of Rose was weighed 
each morning and night, and a com- 
posite sample of the milk was testel 
each week. All of this is a careful 
Experiment Station record, not a pri- 
vate record. 

57 Weeks of Advanced Registry Rec- 
ord. 

Twelve pounds of buiter fat for a 
single week, is the production re- 
quirement for admission to the Hol- 
stein-Friesian advanced _ register. 
Three times in her third lactation 
period Rose made 17 2-3 pounds of 
butter fat per week. Twenty differ- 
ent weeks of that period her yield 
was more than 12 pounds per week. 
For five successive weeks, six months 
after calving, her average was 13 
pounds of butter fat per week. In 
her fourth lactation period there 
were 16 weeks during each of which 
Rose made more than 12 pounds of 
butter fat; and in her fifth period, 21 
weeks. 
Illustrated Items of Rose’s Record. 

Production per day for 4,383 con- 
secutive days (including all the time 
when the cow was dry), 19.87 pounds 
of milk, containing .98% of a pound 
of butter fat (equivalent to 1.15 
pounds of butter). 

Total proiuction for 12 years, 87,- 
102.3 pounds of milk—43% tons, 
10,248 gallons, 1,281 cans of 8 gal- 
lons each, 106 wagon loads of 12 
cans each, 6 car loads, making a good 
milk train. 

Butter for 12 years, 4,318.36 
pounds, worth at present prices (25 
cents per pound), $1,079.59. 


Skim-milk for 12 years, 72,585 


pounds, worth at 15 cents per 100 
pounds, $108.88. 

Total receipts for 12 years, (not 
reckoning calves nor manure), $1,- 
188.47, or $99.04 per year. 

This production is by accurate rec- 
ord. Estimating the other two years 
of her milk-giving at the average of 
these 12 years adds 10,887 pounds of 
milk, and makes 

The 14-year record of Rose 49 
tons or 7 car loads of milk, contain- 
ing 4,858 pounds of butter fat (equi- 
valent to 5,468 pounds or nearly 2% 
tons of butter), worth at 25 cents per 
pound $1,214. 

Incidents, 

The mother of Rose was a high- 
grade Holstein and a very good cow, 
but her sire is unknown. 

When four years of age Rose was 
bought by the Experiment Station for 
$50. Three of the four heifer calves 
born to Rose are living. Rose 2nd 
has averaged 28414 pounds of butter 
fat for five years; Rose 3rd, 295 
pounds for 3% years; Rose 4th, 
306.85 pounds for 2% years. 

* Rose has had only ordinary treat- 
ment, no better than she would re- 
ceive on a good dairy farm. She has 
not been pampered or fei to produce 
the utmost amount of milk. 

Rose is Representative. 

Remarkable as is the performance 
of this grade cow, Rose is not her- 
alded as standing apart in unap- 
proachable splendor, but as a great 
leader of the thousands of money- 
making cows in Illinois. That there 
are such thousands is shown by the 
average record of 301 pounds of but- 
ter fat produced by one fourth of 554 
Illinois dairy cows tested one year by 
this station. Such a record indicates 
that one-fourth of all the dairy cows 
in the state may be placed with Rose 
in the same general class of high- 
producers. This is made still more 
emphatic by the contrast of the poor- 
est one-fourth of the same 554 cows, 
yielding an average of only 133% 
pounds of butter fat. 

The Mission of Rose. 

The 12-year-record of Rose and 
her pioneer identification with these 
discoveries (all made by we'ghing 
and testing the milk of individual 
cows throughout the year) have giv- 
en Rose a distinct mission to dairy- 
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men everywhere—a mission of far 
more value than the tons of milk she 
gave and the dollars she returned her 
owner. And this is her message: ‘In 
almost every dairy herd are several 
very good and several very poor cows, 
but the dairyman doesn’t know how 
good or how poor they are. The dif- 
ference is surprising and vital to the 
dairy business. It is the difference 
between success and failure, between 
poverty and plenty. Find out what 
each cow is doing—or isn’t doing— 
(by weighing and testing her milk). 
Keep the good cows and keep no oth- 
ers.”’ 

Let the memory and record of Rose 
ever stand, first, for a definite knowl- 
edge of this difference in production, 
and second, for a settled policy of 
improvement of the herd. Standing 
for this, Rose will yet save the dairy- 
men who are milking the million 
cows of Illinois, 4,000 times $1200 
every year instead of returning one 
owner $1200 in twelve years.

Meeting of the H.-F. Breeders’ 
Club of New York. 

The regular monthly meeting of 
the Holstein-Freisian Breeders’ Club 
of New York was he'd at the Yates 
Hotel in the city of Syracuse, N. Y., 
January 2, 1907. About 50 gentle- 
men being present. Preceding the 
meeting a most enjoyable feast was 
partaken of in the main dining roont 
of the hote] where genial landlord 
Averill served a delectable luncheon, 
the guests being seated around tables 
in groups of four, six and eight, mak- 
ing a very jolly and pleasant party. 
After the luncheon the members re- 
paired to the Assembly Room of the 
hotel and indulged in a free and full 
discussion of the question ‘‘Co-opera- 
tive milk and butter tests under 
Federal Supervision.’’ There was 
much said in favor of the general 
proposition that it would be to the 
advantage of the Dairy World if a 
system of tests cou!d be inaugurated 
that would be uniform and fair alike 
to all breeds and sections, and it was 
thought that it would be wise and 
desirable to assist the Department of 
Agriculture in such a movement 
Many of the prominent members ex- 
pressed their full sympathy with the 
movement and thought it would be 
wisdom for the Club to give their 
support to it. Mr. O. U. Kellogg 
finally offered the following resolu- 
tion which was unanimously adopt- 
ed: Resolved, that this C'ub ap- 


proves the action of the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington in the 
proposed inauguration of a system of 
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co-operative dairy tests and the Sec- 
retary is instructed to formulate such 
a resolution and forward it to the 
Secretary of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton. In this same connection a mo- 
tion was offered and carried that the 
executive officers of the Club be a 
committee to confer wit ha like com- 
mittee of the National Association to 
determine just what would be de- 
sirable and requisite for the Holstein- 
Friesian interests and report at a 
iatter meeting of the Club. A dis- 
cussion was then indulged in as to 
the proper manner of builling a 
stable floor, the majority preferring 
concrete without wood, but some pre- 
ferred concrete with a partial cover- 
ing of wood, others with a covering 
of sand for the cattle to stand and 
lie on. While it was claimed to be 
cold and unsanitary by the advocates 
of plank for the cattle to lie on con- 
crete it was maintained by others 
that it was no colder and far more 
sanitary than to have the cattle lying 
on wet boards which harbored in- 
sects and filth and which was im- 
possible to keep from giving out 
fumes of ammonia and disagreeable 
and unsanitary odors. The Secretary 
concluded that the large majority 
preferred concrete with liberal bed- 
ding of shavings, sawdust or straw. 
The meeting then adjourned until 
February 6th, when another meeting 
will be held at the Yates Hotel the 
subject of discussion to be announced 
later.

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A Com parison of Alfalfa Mealand 
Wheat Bran for Dairy Cows. 
Summary of Bulletin No. 80, Penn. Col- 
lege of Agriculture. 

BY THOMAS I. MAIRS. 

1. The alfalfa meal contained 
15.48 per cent protein, the whea 
bran contained 16.95 per cent pro- 
tein. 

2. The results of this test do not 
warrant the recommendation of 
alfalfa meal as a_ substitute for 
wheat bran as a food for dairy cows 
at the present market prices. for the 
following reasons: 

(a) The alfalfa meal was lecs 
palatable, and resulted in a decrease: 
milk production in every case. 

(b) The alfalfa meal in centrat 
Pennsylvania costs approximately 
$23 per ton, whereas good winter 
wheat bran could be had for $20 per 
ton or less. 

(c) Assuming the alfalfa meal to 
cost $23 per ton, corn and cob meal 
$20 per ton, wheat bran $20 per 
ton and cottonseed meal $28 per ton, 
the grain cost of one hundred pounds 





of milk when the cows were fed 
alfalfa meal was 47.1 cents, wher 
fed wheat bran it was 45.3 cents. 

3. Assuming alfalfa meal to cost 
no more than bran, viz., $20 per 
ton, the former seemed to produce 
milk at the lower grain cost per 100 
pounds, viz., 44 cents, as compare 
with 45.3 cents on bran. On the 
basis of comparison, if wheat bran 
was worth $20 per ton, alfalfa meal 
was worth $21.28 per ton. 

4. Ignoring the last period, how- 
ever, during a part of which no sil- 
age was fed, the cost of the bra» 
ration was 43.9 cents per hundrel 
pounds of milk produced, as against 
44 cents for alfalfa meal at the same 
price per ton. 

The extensive advertising which 
has been given to alfalfa meal as a 
substitute for wheat bran during the 
last few years has seemed to war- 
rant an experimental comparison of 
the two. Alfalfa meal is simply 1'- 
falfa hay ground to about the fine- 
ness of wheat bran. It has been 
recommended widely as a source of 
protein in home-mixed rations, ani 
has also been used a great deal 2s 
the basis of many proprietary or 
semi-proprietary feeds. Among the 
latter may be mentioned ‘‘Corno,”’ 
“Alfalmo” and ‘“Protena”’ dairy 
feeds. These consist of alfalfa meal 
as a base, with which are mixe) 
varying quantities of other feeds, 
mostly by-products. 

There is no reason for believing 
that alfalfa meal is any more digesti- 
ble than the hay from which it ix 
made. On the contrary, it may be 
less digestible than average hay on 
account of the temptation to grinl 
the poorer grades. The meal used 
in this experiment, however, was un- 
doubtedly made of a good grade of 
hay, as witnessed by its bright green 
color and high protein content.

The dispersion sale of Holstein- 
Fresian cattle conducted by Messrs. 
Richardson & Sons, of Caledonia, 
Dec. 27, was possibly the best on 
record in the history of the breed in 
Canada. The date on which it was 
held has made it impossible for us 
to give a full report in this issue. 
The famous stock bull Johanna Rue, 
4th Lad, was bought for $400 by 
the Ontario Agricultural College. 
Seventeen officially tested cows 
brought $3,850, an average of $225 
each; 14, untested, brought $1,980, 
or an average of $141 each; 7 2- 
year-old heifers with calf, $1,125, 
average, $161; 7 11-year-old heifers, 
$710, average, $101; 12 bulls, 8 to 
14 months old, $1,025, average, $85.

Originated 
in Holland, below the sea-level, she 
is equally at home in Switzerland, 
above the clouds, and at every level 
between those two extremes of Eu- 
rope. She furnishes milk for the 
royal families of Russia, Holland and 
Germany. She is contented, prolific, 
productive, long-lived and profitable 
in Maine, in California, in Oregon, 
in Florida, in Wisconsin, in Texas 
and in Mexico.”

Washington Letter. 


Profits of Farming too Small. 


Special Correspondence. 

An interesting bulletin of the 
Agricultural Department is one that 
tells the story of ‘‘A Successful Hog 
and Seed Corn Farm.” It is inter- 
esting for several reasons. First, 
because it tells what one man has 
done by becoming a_ specialist in 
farming, and it is an axiom that 
what one man has done another can 
do— if he will. Second, because it 
affords a special opportunity for 
comparing the results of a success- 
ful farmer and those of men engaged 
in other pursuits. It may be taken 
as granted that the object of the De- 
partment of Agriculture in issuing 
the bulletin was to encourage de- 
sponding farmers, and point out a 





way by which they may better their 
condition by giving more attention to 
special farming rather than to the 
promiscuous, hap-hazard methods 
too much in vogue, and while the 
bulletin speaks well for the enter- 
prise and intelligence of the farmer, 
Mr. W. H. Rowe, and demonstrates 
that he is gradually gathering a 
comfortable fortune, it also demon- 
strates that farming even by his 
special methods does not compare in 
results with those of other vocations, 
especially if the same industry, the 
same intelligence, the same economy 
are exhibited. 

As I have said the Department of 
Agriculture means right, even if the 
figures are given in a way to mislead 
the unwary. The trouble with the 
Department is that it seldom tells 
the whole story in its bulletins. Thev 
are compiled by specialists, experts, 
as they are called, and it is lament- 
ably true that experts seldom sce 
more than one point at a time, and 
they see that one point with glasses 
focused to their own vision. The 
bulletin under discussion goes on tv 
tell about the farm of Mr. Rowe, in- 
troducing the story as follows: 

“Nearly all highly successful 
farms are unique in their manage- 
ment. In the absence of a science of 
farm management they represent 
systems wrought out by men of un- 
usual energy and intelligence, who 
have gone resolutely about’ discov- 
ering and utilizing the full possibili- 
ties of their farms. These men have 
heen governed largely by chance in 
the locations chosen, and to some 
extent in the type of farming, fol- 
lowed. Hence it is they are distrib- 
uted here and there over nearly the 
entire country and represent every 
type of farming that can be made 
highly profitable. From such men, 
who utilize the full possibilities of 
their land with a given system of 
farming, we are learning the facts 
which, when properly classified, wi’l 
constitute the science of farm man- 
agement. 


“Although such farms are widely 
distributed they are seldom plentiful 
in any section. Few men have com- 
prehended a system of farming fully 
and developed it to its full possibi!i- 
ties. Cropping systems are seldotn 
planned with a view to keeping the 
land busy and to meeting the exact 
requirements for highest success in 
the system followed. But when 
problems of this kind have been suc- 
cessfully met on a given farm, that 
farm becomes an cbject lesson of in- 
estimable value te every farmer in 
the country.” 














This introduction is not very cleaf 
nor intelligible, but it is better than 
the average introduction in Depart- 
ment ‘bulletins. The farm discusseil 
is that of Mr. Rowe who devotes his 
energies mainly to the raising of 
hogs and the production of seed 
corn. He does it intelligently, he 
does it well, and he has a right to 
claim to stand among the most in- 
telligent cultivators of the soil in 
the country. The bulletin tells some 
of the methods followed by him, and 
they are worthy a careful study by 
all farmers, especially those who own 
land where special farming can be 
made profitable. The Department 
then gives us the following table of 
figures, for the purpose, no doudt, 
of showing how great profit there is 
in raising hogs and seed corn:

Then we are told that the balance 
left for general expenses, family in- 
come, etc., is $2,284. From this, 
the Department says, should be de- 
ducted an amount sufficient to cover 
insurance, loss from deteroriation of 
buildings and machinery. “The re- 
mainder,’ so the Department says, 
“represents (1) interest on the in- 
vestment, (2) wages for the labor 
of Mr. Rowe and members of his 
family, and (3) clear profit.”” To 
get at the matter clearly let us item- 
ize the expenses left by the Depart- 
ment to imagination, and only men 


- tioned as a matter of little or no con- 


sequence. The table would stand

Take this from the total income 
and we have a balance, to pay for 
Mr. Rowe’s labor and intelligence 
$1,314. Some farmers may think 


that is very good showing, and so it 
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is, but let us compare it with some 
other things. The average pay of a 
government clerk in Washington Is 
$1,200 a year, without a dollar in- 
vested. He does not labor one-third 
as hard or more than half the num- 
ber of hours, of Mr. Rowe, nor does 
he have to use as high an order of 
intelligence as Mr. Rowe is required 
to expend in his business, yet he gets 
within $100 as much net income. 
It must not be understood that we 
are saying the pay of clerks is too 
high, but that the farmer, with all 
his intelligence, al] his skill, all his 
hard labor, and with all his capital 
invested, does not get as good wages 
as the average government clerkK— 
in other words, he ought to have 
better results than is shown with so 
much pride in this bulletin.

How few people ever 

The Glass pause to consider 

Age. how much mondern 

civilization owes to 

the discovery of the art of making 

glass! And yet when we consider it, 

it is impossible to conceive how civili- 

zation in its modern phase could have 
developed without it. 

In what large respect does our Civ- 
ilization differ from that of ancient 
sreece? She had her great Rhetori- 
cians, orators, sculptors, painters, 
architects, logicians and mathemati- 
cians. The Greeks were masters of 
the Fine Arts. I will tell you. We 
excell them chiefly in our investiga- 
tions in the field of science, in our 
knowledge of the physical world. The 
ancients did not know even the mean- 
ing of the word science. Physics, 
chemistry, geology and biology were 
“Terrae incognita’”’ to them, and their 
ideas of astronomy were based on 
the most erroneous assumptions. 

Can anyone imagine the possibility 
of the development of these sciences, 
Which have so changed the wor!d’s 
views regarding life, the structure 
of organisms, the composition of mat- 
ter , the order of the universe and 
the dogmas of theology without the 
manufacture of glass? Can you con- 
ceive of a science of astronomy with- 


~ out the telescope, that mighty instru- 


ment that reveals the secrets of the 
stars? Yet, a telescope is only a bit 
of ground giass. Without the lens 
Galileo, Copernicus, Kepler, Herschel, 
Tycho Brahe and Newton ani their 
discoveries would have been un- 





known. And that other instrument, 
the wonderful spectriscope, by means 
of which we have discovered the na- 
ture of light and the composition of 
the distant heavenly bodies, is also 
a bit of glass. No ther known sub- 
stance can be substituted. Natural 
crystals have other optical properties 
that unfit them for use as lenses. 

But that bit of glass constitutes 
the foundation not only of the tele- 
scope and spectriscope, but of the 
microscope as well. What could we 
know of biology more than the anc- 
ients, except for the microscope? Not 
on:y such fundamental truths as the 
celular structure or organisms, the 
germ nature of diseases, the hetero- 
geneous composition of rocks, but 
the whole science of bacteriology has 
been made known by means of the 
microscope, whose principle is the 
lens, compounded of a bit of glass. 

Without the Crooks tubes the Ro- 
entgen ray, with all its beneficial ap- 
plications, could not have been dis- 
covered. 

Take the science of chemistry. Can 
anyone conceive of its development 
without the use of the innumerable 
bell-jars, retorts, beakers, test-tubes, 
ete., and receptacles for holding cor- 
rosive acids and alkalies, atl com- 
posed of glass? It is incredible. 

Let anyone go into a drug store 
and look about upon the rows of 
glass bottles, to say nothing of the 
many other articles composed of 
g'ass, and he will be at a loss to con- 
ceive how even a modern drug busi- 
ness could be carried on save for this 
simple commodity—glass. 

How seriously handicapped would 
be all our mechanical sciences with- 
out such instruments and app-iances 
as thermometers, barometers, hy- 
drometers, steamguages, levels and 
hundreds of others of a similar char- 
acter! The mind is bewildered in 
the contemplation of the attempt. 

Without the _ friction generators, 
the Ley“en jars, insulatoys, and many 
other appliances composed of glass, 
it is doubtful if the science of elec- 
tricity could ever have been develop- 
ed. Certainly, we could never have 
had the incandescent electrict light. 

How many of our modern com- 
forts, conveniences and __ utilities 
would disappear with the disappear- 
ance of glass! Glass lamps, lamp 
chimneys and shades, lanterns, loco- 
motive headlights, steam-ship and 
harbor searchlights would have to 
go; near-sighted and aged _ people 
would have to give up their spectacles 
and stores their showcases; wall pic- 
tures could not be protected with- 
out glass and watches could have no 
crystals; we would be compelled to 














eat from wooden dishes, for not only 
giass-ware proper is composed of 
glass but all china, earthen-ware anl 
crockery of all descriptions, is cover- 
ed with an enamel of glass; and par- 
affined paper would make a poor sub- 
stitute for window panes. 

T have not attempted to make an 
exhausted category of our indebted- 
ness to the discovery of the art of 
glass making, but I think I have 
gone far enough to show that our 
modern civilization would be incon- 
ceivable without it. We call ours a 
Christian civilization, but Christiani- 
ty without science would still be in 
medieval darkness, an science with- 
out the lens would have remained the 
science of astro‘cgy and alchemy 

Whether we admit it or not the 
probability is so strong as to approach 
absolute certainty that the civiliza- 
tion of the twentieth century could 
not have been save for the knowledge 
of the art of the manufacture ei 
glass.

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MAPLE GROVE FARM. 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

It is quite a long time since any- 
thing has been reported from Map‘e 
Grove Holsteins, however, they have 
not been idle or resting on their old 
laurels. At the Provincial Winter 
Fair held in December, my cow Tidy 
Pauline De Kol in the Dairy test won 
Ist in class and championship cover 
all breeds, though she was to fresh 
to do big work. Tidy Pauline De Kol 
2nd (daughter of above cow) won 
Ist prize in class under 36 months 
old, 267 days after calving, and in 
competition with fresh heifers that 
had already dropped their 2nd calves. 
After coming home, both were again 
officially tested Tidy Pauline De 
Kol (5 years old), gave 510 Ibs. 
mi-k and 22.61 Ibs. butter 85.7 per 
cent. fat or 24.04 Ibs. 80 per cent fat, 
while Tidy Pauline De Kol 2nd gave 
265.6 lbs. milk and 13.23 Ibs. buttey, 
S5.7 per cent. fat or 14.18 Ibs. SO 
per cent. fat. I notice that the 
Messrs. Knapp of Fabius, N. Y, say 
that no heifer under 2% has made 
as much as their Calamity De Kol 
Spofford. They will notice that my 
heifer beats her by nearly one 1b. of 
fat, record made 284 days after ca!v- 
ing and being again due to drop her 
2nd calf in 3 months, while Messrs. 
Knapp say nothing that their heifer 
had again been bred. If I am not 
mistaken, this is the world’s record 
for age and length of time in milk. 
Another 2 year old, 123 days after 
ca.ving, made 8.38 lbs. of fat in the 
seven davs. Sales are continuing 
good and the demand was never be- 
fore so good.

Un-ess otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven con- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Agl. 
Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
and their accuracy is vouched for by 
them; no private records are report- 
ed by the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion.

This herd of 103 animals, of which 
one-half were heifers with first or 
second calves, produced in seven con- 
secutive days 39,453.4 lbs. milk, con- 
taining 1,359.295 lbs. of butter fat; 
showing an average of 3.45 per cent. 
fat. The average yield for each ani- 
mal was 383 lbs. milk, containing 
13.197 lbs. of butter fat; equivalent 
to 54.7 lbs., or 26 quarts milk per 
day, and 15.4 lbs. of the best of 
creamery butter per week. These av- 
erages are the third highest yet re- 
ported for the H.-F. breed, and are 
such as no other breed has ever ap- 
proached. 

In the aged cow class, Neah Pau- 
line De Kol leads, with 20.653 Ibs. 
fat from 584.6 lbs. milk, while Rosa- 
lind Nether!and, Letah De Kol and 
Pansje Clothilde Vernon De Kol pro- 
duce above 18 lbs. fat.

Lady 
Wayne Johanna also breaks the rec- 
ord in this class for amount of milk 
in thirty days, and displaces Sara 
Jewel Hengerveld: the later having 
2,452.6 lbs milk to her credit for 
that length of time. In the senior 
3-year class Kirtle S. 2nd’s Cradock 
alone produces in excess of 17 lbs. 
fat in seven days, and she also makes 
a fine record for thirty days. 

Although the 16-lb. mark is not 
reached in the junior three-year class,

The records begun not less than 
eight months from freshening are all 
good. This herd of seven animals, at 
the average age of 3 vy. 6 m. 10 d., 
and tested the thirty-ninth week from 
calving, produced in seven consecu- 
tive days 1,792.6 lbs. milk contain- 
ing 63.496 lbs of butter fat, showing 
an average of 3.54 per cent fat. Each 
animal produced an average of 2561 
Ibs. milk containing 9.071 Ibs. butter 
fat: equivatent to 36.6 lbs. milk per 
day, and nearly 10.6 lbs. of the best 
creamery butter per week.

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Conscript of 1813. 
A CONTINUED STORY. 





Translated from the French by the editor 


of the H.-F. World. 


But the saddest sight above a 
was the long file of ambulances 
bringing the poor wounded;—the 
unfortunates of whom the bulletins 
speak only to diminsh the number 
that perish in the hospitals like flies, 
far from all those that they love, 
while they fire guns and chant in the 
churches, at having killed thousands 
of men! 

When we arrived at Lutzen the 
city was so filled with wounded that 
our convoy received tne order to de- 
part for Leipzig. One saw in the 
streets only the unfortunates, those 
three-quarters dead, lying alongside 
of the houses upon straw. It took 
more than an hour to bring us be- 
fore a church where fifteen or 
twenty were unloaded, who could ne} 
endure the journey further. 

The marshal of our train and his 

men after having refreshed them- 
selves at a pot-house at the corner 
of the square, remounte and we con- 
tinued our way towards Leipzig. 
- Then I heard and saw nothing 
more distinctly; my head swam, my 
ears buzzed, I took trees for men; I 
had a thirst of which no one can 
form an idea. 

For a long time others in the am- 
bulances, one after another, had 
commenced to show delirium, to talk 
of their mother, to wish to rise and 
set out upon the road. I know not 
if I did the same things; I awoke as 
from a bad dream, at the moment 
when two men took me each by a 
leg,—the arms under my waist,--- 
and carried me through a dark place. 


Correspondence solicited. 


The heavens glittered with stars, 
and, upon the facade of a grand edi- 
fice that stood out somber in the 
midst of the night, shone innumer- 
able lights; it was the hospital «at 
Leipzig. 

The two men mounted a winding 
stair-case. At the top they entered 
an immense hall, where three rows 
of beds, almost touching, extended 
from end to end of the room,—and 
they laid me in one of these beds. 
The cries, the curses, the groans that 
were heard are not to be imagined. 
The windows were open, the litile 
lanterns flickered in the currents of 
air. Attendants, physicians, aids, 
great aprons tied under their arms, 
went and came. The heavy tramp- 
ing in the halls below of people 
mounting and descending, the new 
convoys alriving upon the square, 
the cries of the drivers, the cracking 
of whips, the stamping of horses: 
all this was bewildering. 

There, for the first time, while 
they were undressing me, I felt such 
a horrible pain in my shoulder that 
I could not refrain from crying oui. 
A surgeon arrived immediately and 
reproached the careless attendants. 
This is all that I recall of this night. 
My neighbor, an old horse-artillery- 
man, related to me later, that my 
ravings for Catherine. M. Goulden 


and Aunt Gredel, prevented , his 
sleeping. 


It was not till the next morning, 
about eight o’clock, that I saw the 
hall clearly. Then, at first dressing 
of my wound, I came to know that 
the bone of my left shoulder way 
broken, 

When I awoke, I was surrounded 
by a dozen surgeons; one of them :: 
stout brown man, that they calle? 
M. the Baron, opened the bandage, 
at the foot of the bed an aide hell 
a basin of warm water. The major 
examined my wound; all the others

leaned forward to hear what he was 
going to say. He talked to them 
some moments, but all that I was 
able to comprehend was that the 
ball had entered from below, that it 
had broken the bone and that it had 
passed out behind. I saw that he 
knew his business, since the Prus- 
sians had fired from below over the 
garden wall, and the ball must have 
shot upwards. He washed the 
wound himself, and quickly replaced 
the bandage in such a way that my 
shoulder could not move and that 
all parts would be kept in position.
